20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  from  the  Anti- Recession  Fund  for  use  as  set- 
offs against  budgeted  appropriation  for  the  following  specific 
purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated  herewith  or  take  any 
other  action  hereon :

Town  Building  Maintenance $1,978.00 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of 
immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and 
reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and 
economy  of  Milan  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  Milan.   These  actions  shall  include: 

1.  To  reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain, 
sulfur  dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  this 
same  goal. 

22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  the  following  resolu- 
tion: 

WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  Milan  are  subject  to  periodic 
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flooding  from  streams  and  rivers,  causing  serious  damages  to 
properties  within  these  areas  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally  sub- 
sidized flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National  Flood 
insurance  Act  of  1968  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  require 
the  recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  hazards  in  all  offi- 
cial actions  relating  to  land  use  in  the  flood  plain  areas  having 
special  flood  hazards ;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt  land 
use  and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood  losses  pur- 
suant to  New  Hampshire  RSA  Chapter  31,  36,  156  and 
156  A. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Town 
Meeting  hereby : 

1.  Assures  the  NFIP  that  it  will  enact  and  maintain  in  force 
for  those  areas  having  flood  hazards,  as  delineated  by  the 
Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  issued  by  the  NFIP  and  any 
published  revision  to  this  map,  adequate  land  use  and  control 
measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions  consistent 
with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations ;  and 

2.  Vests  the  Planning  Board,  Town  Manager  or  other  duly 
authorized  Municipal  Officer  with  the  responsibility,  autho- 
rity, and  means  to: 

(a)  Assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  request,  in  his  delineation 
of  the  limits  of  the  area  having  special  flood  hazards. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator  may 
request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy  of  the  flood 
plain  areas. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  State,  and  local  agencies  and 
private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey,  map,  and 
identify  iloodplain  areas  in  order  to  prevent  aggravation  of 
existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  community's 
initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Administrator  on 
the  progress  made  during  the  past  year  within  the  town 
in  the  development  and  implementation  of  floodplain 
management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Inspector  to  maintain  for  public 
inspection  and  to  furnish  upon  request,  for  the  determina- 
tion of  applicable  flood  insurance  risk  premium  rates  within 
all  areas  having  special  flood  hazards  identified  on  a  Flood 
Hazard  Boundary  Map  or  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map,  any 
certification  of  flood -proofing,  and  information  on  the  ele- 
vation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  level  of  the 
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lowest  habitable  flood  (including  basement  if  habitable)  of 
all  new  or  substantially  improved  structures,  and  include 
whether  or  not  such  structures  contain  a  basement,  and  if  the 
structure  has  been  floodproofed  the  elevation  (in  relation  to 
mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  floodproofed. 
4.  Agrees  to  take  such  other  official  action  as  may  be  rea- 
sonably necessary  to  carry  out  the  objectives  of  the  program. 

23.   To   see   if  the    Town    will  vote  to  establish  the  following 
building  regulations  pursuant  to  RSA  156  as  follows: 

1.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  review  all  building  permit 
applications  for  new  construction  or  substantial  improve- 
ments to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites  will  be 
reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  building  site  is 
in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any  proposed  new 
construction  or  substantial  improvement  (50%  or  more  of 
the  market  value  of  structure  including  prefabricated  and 
mobile  homes)  must  (i)  be  designed  (or  modified)  and 
anchored  to  prevent  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement 
of  the  structure,  (ii)  use  construction  methods  and  practices 
that  will  minimize  flood  damage. 

2.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  obtain,  review,  and  reason- 
ably utilize  any  base  flood  elevation  data  available  from  a 
Federal,  State,  or  other  source,  until  such  other  data  has 
been  provided  by  the  Administrator,  as  criteria  for  requiring 
that  (i)  all  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements  of 
nonresidential  structures  have  the  lowest  flood  (including 
basement)  elevated  or  floodproofed  to  or  above  the  base 
flood  level. 

3.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  require  that  all  mobile  homes 
to  be  placed  within  Zone  A  on  the  community's  Flood 
Hazard  Boundary  Map  or  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  shall  be 
anchored  to  resist  floatation,  collapse,  or  lateral  movement 
by  providing  over-the-top  and  frame  ties  to  ground  anchors. 
Specific  requirements  shall  be  that  (i)  over-the-top  ties  be 
provided  at  each  of  the  four  corners  of  the  mobile  homes, 
with  two  additional  ties  per  side  at  intermediate  locations 
and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long  requiring  one  addi- 
tional tie  per  side,  (ii)  frame  ties  be  provided  at  each  corner 
of  the  home  with  five  additional  ties  per  side  at  intermediate 
points  and  mobile  homes  less  than  50  feet  long  requiring 
four  additional  ties  per  side;  (iii)  all  components  of  the  an- 
choring system  be  capable  of  carrying  a  force  of  4,800 
pounds;  and  (iv)  any  additions  to  the  mobile  home  be  simi- 
larly anchored. 
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4.  Require  permits  for  all  proposed  development  in  any 
area  of  special  flood  hazard.  The  term  "development" 
is  defined  to  mean  "any  man-made  change  to  improved  or 
unimproved  real  estate,  including  but  not  limited  to  buildings 
or  other  structures,  mining,  dredging,  filling,  grading,  paving, 
excavation  or  drilling  operations." 

5.  Review  permits  for  proposed  development  to  assure  that 
all  other  necessary  permits  have  been  received  from  those 
governmental  agencies  such  as  from  which  approval  is 
required  by  Federal  or  State  law. 

24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Tax  Collector  to 
accept  payments  in  advance  of  the  Tax  Warrant. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  balance  of  the 
budget  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  and  raise  such  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  the  autho- 
rity to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

27.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
the  meeting.

This  year  your  Fire  Department  has  had  32  calls  and  4  false 
alarms. 

In  June,  Milan  was  granted  a  class  9  insurance  rating  by  the 
Insurance  Service  Office.  This  has  resulted  in  a  large  reduction  in 
fire  insurance  rates  for  many  property  owners. 

In  reviewing  our  records,  the  fire  department  members  have 
volunteered  over  2,000  hours  this  year.  We  have  received  an 
International  fire  truck  donated  by  Andre  Thibodeau.  Many 
thanks  to  all  the  volunteers  and  businesses  that  have  helped  us  in 
1982. 

We  have  run  the  pump  and  helped  the  Recreation  Department 
make  a  skating  rink  at  the  Municipal  Building.  This  takes  about  5 
hours  of  pumping  time  per  year. 

Your  most  important  contribution  to  safety  in  Milan  is  fire 
prevention.  Make  checks  of  your  chimney  and  smoke  detectors 
as  a  regular  housekeeping  responsibility.  It  will  save  you  pro- 
blems, us  work  and  maybe  even  your  life.

As  a  means  of  making  the  recreation  department  a  more  self 
sufficient  organization,  various  fund-raising  activities  have  been 
undertaken  with  excellent  results. 

Equipment  purchases  and  hockey  skating  rink  and  baseball 
diamond  improvements  have  been  made  with  more  scheduled 
for  the  immediate  future. 

Under  the  direction  of  Steve  Enman  and  Debbie  Rosenburg, 
a  basketball  program  was  again  held  in  conjunction  with  the 
Milan  Village  School. 

Approximately  40  youth  (both  boys  and  girls)  from  grades 
3,  4,  5  &  6  took  part  in  the  program  and  for  the  first  time,  with 
help  from  the  Milan  P.T.O.,  were  allowed  to  play  their  games 
in  48  new  uniforms. 

A  successful  season  was  culminated  with  a  well  attended, 
exciting,  post  season  tournament  held  at  the  Milan  Gym  on 
two  successive  Wednesday  evenings.

There  was  some  discussion  on  the  question  of  raising  $4,000  for 
the  revaluation  pickup,  also  an  explanation  by  Harris  Nichols, 
Selectman,  of  the  $3,000  requested  for  the  Boundary  Account. 
Berlin  has  been  asked  to  pay  their  share  toward  this  Boundary

The  roads  which  came  under  discus- 
sion were  Young  Rd.,  French  Hill  Rd.,  Chickwolnepy,  part  of 
Success  Rd.  and  the  Wilson  Rd,  Harris  Nichols  mentioned  that 
road  construction  under  consideration  at  the  present  time  is  the 
re-construction  of  the  French  Hill  Rd.  to  TRA  standards,  at  a 
cost  totalling  $37,180.  He  also  explained  the  lengthy  procedure 
the  town  would  have  to  go  through  to  have  the  State  take  over 
the  maintenance  of  the  East  Side  River  Rd.  after  the  Stearns 
Brook  bridge  is  completed.

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Report  of  Town  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
And  State  Forest  Ranger 


Forest  fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good  bus- 
iness! This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Service  since  1909  when  the  first 
forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection 
program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in  the 
past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in  forest 
fire  prevention  and  control.  Our  annual  acreage  loss  to  forest 
fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation.  This  fire 
record  has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts  of  our 
state/town  forest  fire  protection  program.  The  state  provides 
detection  of  suppression  equipment  to  local  fire  department, 
and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground.  Local  governments 
provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are  appointed  as  war- 
dens and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly  to  suppress 
reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual 
acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire  burn- 
ed 33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half  acre 
per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/towns  and 
our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

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Report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Milan  School  District : 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  have  served  your  community  for 
another  year  and  to  have  worked  with  many  of  you  and  for  all 
of  your  children. 

Public  education  provides  one  with  the  opportunity  to  work 
with  people,  particularly  young  people.  It  has  and  continues  to 
be  a  joy  to  see  so  many  of  them  grow  up  to  be  such  fine  young 
men  and  women.  I  am  sure  many  of  them  will  do  well  in  life 
and  make  you  proud  of  them. 

SCHOOL  WARRANT 


Your  school  warrant  for  1983-84  differs  in  several  respects 
from  that  of  last  March.  Specifically  last  March  the  district  voted 
to  elect  its  moderator,  clerk,  and  treasurer  for  three  (3)  years 
rather  than  the  one  (1)  year  which  has  been  normal  in  the  past. 
In  addition  there  are  two  (2)  articles  in  your  warrant  which  re- 
quest funds.  The  first  is  Article  3  which  requests  $10,000.00  to 
initiate  a  kindergarten  program.  This  would  be  a  totally  new  pro- 
gram for  Milan  but  one  which  would  require  a  lesser  amount  of 
money  for  the  second  year  because  of  one  time  costs.  The 
second  article  is  Article  4  which  is  needed  to  meet  the  tuition 
obligations  of  the  district.  As  in  the  past  when  sufficient  funds 
are  not  appropriated  to  meet  the  district's  total  obligations  a 
deficit  appropriation  must  be  raised  to  provide  the  needed  funds. 
Unfortunately,  this  happens  from  time  to  time. 

KINDERGARTEN 


Your  school  board  received  a  signed  petition  to  include  an 
article  in  your  warrant  (Article  3)  to  initiate  a  kindergarten  in 
the  Milan  Village  School.  This  would  create  a  totally  new  pro- 
gram in  Milan;  a  program  that  would  cost  $10,000.00  during  the 
first  year  and  lesser  amounts  in  subsequent  years. 

Does  a  kindergarten  program  represent  a  good  investment  for 
a  community?  The  asnwer  is  "yes"  both  educationally  and  finan- 
cially. There  is  much  research  available  which  supports  the 
educational  advantages  a  child  receives  from  a  kindergarten  exper- 
ience, so  take  the  time  to  find  out  for  yourself.  Pick  up  some  of 
the  material  that  has  been  made  available.  Ask  questions  of  those 
who  have  made  or  who  support  this  article. 
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With  regard  to  any  financial  advantages  there  is  evidence  to 
show  that  children  with  a  kindergarten  experience  are  much  more 
successful  in  school  and  have  a  tendency  to  be  retained  fewer 
years  overall  during  their  educational  experience.  At  a  cost  of 
some  $1,350.00  per  child  per  year  it  is  not  too  difficult  to  deter- 
mine how  few  children  can  total  the  amount  being  requested  to 
provide  such  a  program  for  your  children. 

Should  any  of  you  ask  where  I  stand  on  the  question.  I  wish 
to  go  on  record  as  being  in  full  support  of  the  article  and  ask  that 
serious  consideration  be  given  to  its  adoption.

BUDGET 

The  gross  operational  budget  of  $510,149.00  for  1983-84 
represents  an  increase  of  $39,279.43  inclusive  of  $10,000.00 
for  the  proposed  new  kindergarten.  This  results  in  an  increase 
of  8.34%.  When  one  includes  the  $10,000.00  deficit  the  dollar 
amount  increases  to  $49,279.43  and  10.47%.  To  many  of  you 
this  may  be  more  than  you  can  afford.  The  unfortunate  situation, 
however,  is  that  most  of  the  $39,279.00  increase  is  in  the  area 
of  tuition.  The  increase  in  this  area  alone  is  $26,152.00  over 
this  year.  Why  such  an  increase  when  the  budget  shows  only  two 
more  students  for  1983-84?  A  good  part  of  the  answer  lies  in 
the  movement  of  grade  9  to  the  high  school.  For  1983-84  there 
are  21  students  who  are  affected.  At  a  cost  increase  of  $638.00 
per  child  over  what  it  would  have  cost  had  the  9th  grade  re- 
mained part  of  the  junior  high  it  is  not  too  difficult  to  see  where 
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much  of  the  $26,000.00  comes  from.  In  addition  to  the 
$26,000.00  one  can  add  $10,000.00  for  the  proposed  kindergar- 
ten and  another  $5,000.00  for  teacher  salaries  and  you  have  all 
the  increase.  There  are  also  other  increases  as  well  as  decreases 
throughout  the  budget.  One  of  the  noticeable  decreases  is  in 
tuition  for  the  handicapped.  Two  children  budgeted  last  year 
moved  to  Berlin  over  the  summer  and  saved  the  district  some 
$8,000.00  in  costs.  However,  the  savings  were  more  than  offset 
with  a  third  child  who  was  not  budgeted  and  will  cost  the 
district  upwards  of  $10,500.00  by  the  end  of  the  year.  What 
is  the  answer  to  these  constant  increases  year  after  year?  Part 
of  the  answer  lies  in  a  reduction  of  the  inflation  rate  and  the 
resulting  moderation  in  costs.  State  Aid,  on  the  other  hand, 
does  not  appear  to  be  the  answer,  nor  do  I  expect  it  will  be  in 
the  near  future. 

JOINT  STUDY 

The  Berlin  and  Gorham  School  Boards  have  recently  voted  to 
undertake  a  study  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  forming  a  coop- 
erative school  system  some  time  in  the  distant  future.  There  is 
some  feeling  that  the  two  communities  by  joining  together  could 
provide  a  higher  quality  of  education  and  do  so  more  effectively. 
What  the  results  of  such  a  study  might  be  are  completely 
unknown  at  this  time. 

Because  Milan  has  a  20  year  AREA  contract  with  Berlin,  a 
change  in  the  structure  of  the  Berlin  School  System  will  most 
probably  have  an  impact.  What  form  that  impact  might  take  is 
unknown.  But  because  of  the  relationship  which  exists  Milan 
will  be  invited  to  participate  in  the  study  if  it  so  desires. 

Perhaps  of  equal  importance  to  Milan  is  the  need  to  begin  the 
process  to  renew  the  AREA  Agreement  in  some  form  with  the 
Berlin  School  System.  Milan  cannot  afford  to  wait  until  late 
in  this  decade  to  begin  to  plan  for  the  future  educational  needs 
of  its  children.  It  might  be  appropriate  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  to  form  a  committee  of  some  kind  to  look  into  the  matter. 

SCHOOL  VOLUNTEERS 


The  school  volunteer  program  at  the  Milan  Village  School  was 
recognized  this  year  by  the  New  Hampshire  School  Volunteer 
Program  as  one  of  the  State's  outstanding  programs.  This  honor 
is  long  overdue  in  my  judgment.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  Milan  is  a  rate  exception  when  one  looks  for  meaningful 
involvement  in  the  school  by  members  of  the  community.   What 
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these  volunteers  have  given  cannot  be  measured.  I  can  only  say 
thank  you  for  a  job  well  done!  Your  efforts  have  not  gone 
unnoticed. 

CLOSING 


Your  school  district  budget  represents  an  investment  in  the 
future  of  your  children.  The  return  on  that  investment  will  be 
seen  in  the  lives  of  your  children  and  in  the  future  of  your  com- 
munity. Both,  I  am  sure,  will  meet  the  high  expectations  of 
all  of  you. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  Janet  Woodward 
who  chaired  your  school  board  this  past  year,  Armand  Caron 
and  Michael  Galuszka  who  worked  as  members  of  your  school 
board,  Emily  Tankard  who  stepped  down  as  your  principal  this 
year,  to  Jacqueline  Quintal  who  so  ably  replaced  Mrs.  Tankard 
as  principal,  and  to  all  members  of  the  teaching,  maintenance, 
lunch,  and  volunteer  staff  who  have  given  so  much.

The  Milan  Village  School  staff  constantly  searches  to  expand 
educationally.

Spring  of  1982  was  busy.  Urine  screening  produced  one 
referral.  One  referral  was  also  made  from  blood  pressure  screen- 
ing. There  were  no  referrals  from  school  and  preschool  physicals. 
Because  of  the  school  affiliation  with  N.C.E.S.  (North  Country 
Educational  Services)  it  was  possible  to  have  impedance  hearing 
screening  for  the  1982  entering  first  grade  and  grades  1,  2  and  3 
students.  There  was  one  school  referral,  one  pre-school  referral, 
and  one  school  followup  referral.  This  has  been  a  very  profitable 
addition  to  the  school  health  services.  Our  thanks  to  Robin 
Henne  for  the  time  and  effort  involved. 

Mrs.  Donna  Gagne  assisted  in  scoliosis  screening.  Two  re- 
ferrals were  made  from  that  screening. 

Spring  of  1982  was  Milan's  first  Pre-school  Educational 
Screening  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Donna  Roberts,  Miss  Judy 
Harris,  Miss  Melanie  Hayes  and  Dr.  Steven  Swenson.  Prior  to 
the  screening  all  health  screening,  physicals  and  parent  ques- 
tionnaires were  completed .

Because  of  this  screening  proper  pre-first  grade  testing  and 
necessary  individual  placement  of  each  entering  student  was 
possible. 

This  fall  began  again  with  "head  checks"  for  "head  lice." 
Because  of  prompt  attention  by  a  parent  to  the  child's  complaints 
we  had  only  one  isolated  case.  Again  in  December  another  iso- 
lated case  occured.   Many  thanks  to  attentive  parents. 
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The  Milan  School  participated  in  Vision  and  Hearing  Screen- 
ing in  cooperation  with  the  Milan  Home  Nursing  Center.  Four 
hearing  referrals  were  made  following  the  screening.  Two  of 
those  children  are  awaiting  possible  surgery. 

School  vision  screening  resulted  in  nine  referrals.  One  hear- 
ing referral  was  made.  No  referrals  were  made  from  urine  and 
Blood  pressure  screening  (2  retests  pending). 

Several  health  related  educational  field  trips  were  taken  with 
each  class  participating  in  at  least  one.  Many  community  mem- 
bers have  given  of  their  time  and  knowledge  to  inhance  the  health 
and  safety  curriculum.

The  annual  School  District  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Milan,  N.H. 
was  held  at  the  Milan  Village  School  on  the  8th  day  of  March,  1982. 
The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:47  P.M.  by  the  School  Clerk  who  also 
read  the  Warrant.  Under  the  first  order  of  business  the  Clerk  asked, 
that  a  motion  be  made  to  elect  a  Moderator  from  the  floor.  Motion 
was  so  made  and  seconded.  Harris  Nichols  was  elected  to  act  as  Mo- 
derator pro  tern. 

At  this  time  the  Moderator  announced  that  the  polls  would  be 
open  from  9:00  A.M.  to  6:00  P.M.  on  Tuesday,  March  9,  for  bal- 
loting for  School  District  Officers.

Robert  Vashaw,  School  Board  member,  expained  that  the  present 
school  board  does  not  accept  any  money  from  the  federal  govern- 
ment only  through  these  two  programs.

ARITICLE  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  for  school  district  officials,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  statu- 
tory obligations  fo  the  District. 

Motion  was  made  by  Emmy  Tankard,  seconded  by  Michael 
Galuszka.  After  a  short  discussion  there  was  a  call  for  the  vote  and  the 
motion  was  passed  to  raise  the  sum  of  $470,869.57  for  the  support  of 
schools,  etc. 

ARTICLE  8.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Robert  Vashaw  to  extend  the  opening  of 
polls  on  March  9  to  7:30  P.M.  to  coinside  with  the  town  balloting, 
thus  making  the  voting  hours  9:00  A.M.  to  7:30  P.M..  Motion  was 
seconded  and  vote  was  affirmative. 

Meeting  was  adjourned  until  9:00  A.M.,  March  9.
